Ferns In My Garden—By Robert Connel 


IN OARDENS flowering plants naturally hold 
the first place. Perns among the flower lees 
may appear in shady oorners, but are little grown 
for themselves. But ln some of our old-fashioned 
Victoria gardens one comes across very fin* set¬ 
tings of ferns. Perhaps this older Interest de¬ 
scends from .the days when there wtto a rage for 
ferns, and War&ian cases wet* as essential to a 
really up-to-date house as an electric refrigerator 
to-day. Young ladles ln thoee far-off times 


little fern with the two kinds of fronds to ths 
Parsley-fern, common on wet rocks and cliffs 
in the Books Hills, while this with the black sunn 
triangular-outlined frond, and narrow-pointed 
frondtota, to the Indian’s Dream.

TOioM Ladysmith north one travels through a 
l changed landscape. The older crystalline 
rocks of the south have largely given place to the 
shales, sandstones and conglomerates of the 
Nanaimo Cretaceous beds, and although the mask¬ 
ing by the glacial and post-glacial debris still 
continues it never wholly conceals the structure 
of the stratified rocks, whose outcrops furnish s 
succession of parallel ridge* with cliffs half- 
hidden In herbage, above which rlee In places 
steep-sided timber-clad bills of granitic or vol¬ 
canic character. Such are Mount Hayes behind 
Ladysmith. Mount Benson behind Nanaimo, and 
Cottle HU1 on the north side of Departure Bay. 
whoae heights are 1.460 feet for Mount Hayes. 
3,300 for Mount Benson and 700 for Cottls Hill. 
About the bases of these elevation*, on the east¬ 
ward or seaward aide at least, the sedimentary 
rocks He. and in places they may be seen resting 
directly on the old worn-down land surface. For 
the most pert, however, both crystalline# and 
asdtmentarles have been greatly eroded, the Ola- 
dal Period In particular having left Its Impress 
strongly marked on the landscape. But It must 
be remembered that throughout the earlier Cre¬ 
taceous and tbs whole of the Tertiary all this 
part of Vancouver Island was above the range of 
deposition and therefore subject to continuous 
wearing-down during these vast periods of elava- 
tkm. 

So the traveler slips by the grassy plains and 
lake-filled hollows of the Nanaimo region, and 
traverses the Colwood-llke district beyond wooded 
Nanoose Bay. leaving behind the old-fashioned 
village of Parkavllle and emerging on the up-to- 
date charms of Quallcum. Hardly have you 
passed under Its welcoming arch when you see 
the tong line of sand, dotted rather sparsely as 
yet with bathers and paddlers, for the season has 
hardly begun. 

Two thl«o are particularly in Quallcum's 
favor, and bo4h are related to Its shallow shore-
